He said the development had been 
delayed on his own choosing due 
to inability to obtain a contract 
from his preferred prospects. 

“From my experience, a suc- 
cessful new business block must 
contain certain types of stores 
and I have been trying to achieve 
the best possible goal for Up- 
land,” Mr. Buck explained and 
added: “I am sure that event- 
ually something very satisfactory 
will be scheduled for the prop- 
erty.”

'Pupil Increase Requires

With an estimated increase of 
more than 500 pupils the 1954-55 
budget of the Chaffey Union High 
School district is likewise in- 
creased. 

During the year 1953-54, ex- 
penditures will be $1,661,000. Next 
year, 1954-55, they should be $1,- 
909,000. This increase of $248,- 
000 provides for 20 additional 
teachers, a curriculum coordinat- 
jor, a director of personnel, addi- 
tional secretaries and custodians, 
and an increase in supplies as well 
as all other kinds of expense. 
Nearly all of the increase is io 
care for the additional 500 pupils. 
Four hundred of these pupils will 
be at Fontana high school. 

Only $21,000 of the increase is 
for salary adjustments for all 
employes, secretaries, mainten- 
ance, personnel, and teachers. 

A review of the estimated in- 
crease for 1954-55 shows that 
there will be $1,700,000 availabie 
for . expenditure. Since this 
amount falls $209,000 short of ex- 
penditure budget, an extra tax 
rate election is being held June 
11.

Construction 


Foreseen For 
Early Date 


Possibility of issuing the eall 
for hids on construction of ihe 
first units of Upland High school 
within two weeks was verified 
today by Daniel B. Milliken, su- 
perintendent of the Chaffey 
School district. If- this possibili- 
ty is realized, actual construction 
on the new school should be un- 
derway by late July. 

No definite date can now be 
announced for the formal ‘“eall 
for bids,’ Mr. Milliken states, but 
it wil: be forthcoming as soon as 
the final plans for the Upland 
unit construction are completed 
by the architects and engineers. 
Receipt of the completed plans 
is anticipated by the Board of 
Trustees within the next two 
weeks. 

Customary procedure allows ap- 
proximately one month after ihe 
“call for bids” to elapse before 
the contract is awarded. Imme- 
diate construction following ihe 
contract award is also standard 
practice, with five days usually 
called for in the contract. 

Under such conditions, 


if the 


| call for bids is issued before June 


15, actual construction should 
start on the Upland school late in 
July. This would be the earliest 
date possible for the construction 
with virtual assurance of 
construction underway before fall,

Propose 20: Tax 
Rate Increase 


This change will cost the average 
home owner less than $5 per yeur 
or less than 1l'¢c per day. 

An unsuccessful tax election 
would force a ten per cent cut in 
the expense budget. 

At present Chaffey is spending 
a little less per pupil each year 
than the average school in Cali- 
fornia. 

On June 11 the voters of the 
Chaffey district must choose be- 
tween continuing the present fine 
program of education as against 
decreasing the quality of the pro 
gram by lack of funds.

Youth Program Here Depends 
Largely on Volunteer Leaders 


Youth leaders in the community have listed 
what they want in the. way of additional recre- 
ational activities. 

To a great measure these things can be 
realized—if the interested adults want to pro- 
vide them—on a voluntary basis or by voting 
to increase the amount to be made. available 
in city taxes. 

Amount of money the Upland city council 
can allocate to the fund for park maintenance 
and recreation is established by a vote of the 
people. The present tax limit is 35 cents on 
each $100 of assessed valuation: This limit 
is now being provided. 

If less money should be spent in maintain- 
ing Euclid avenue parkway and the various 
local parks and more of it spent on activities 
that is something else. 

It seems the real answer to providing 1n- 
creased recreational activity is increased effort 
on the part of volunteer leaders: 

What can be accomplished with a little 
municipal money and «much adult volunteer 
leadership is shown by the Little League and 
Poney league baseball activity for the boys. 
Nearly 250 youngters will play.on the local 
diamonds this summer, thanks to the coopera- 
tion of many interested parents and some spon- 
soring groups. 

In a recent meeting here, local spokesmen 
for youths said what they would like to have. 
Here is a list as recorded in The-Upland News: 
sponsored dances, archery, gun club, night 
tennis, muscle building activities, shuffle board, 
dramatics and radio groups, woodshop, arts 
and crafts, sports night each Friday, girls’ soft- 
ball teams, hobby clubs, hiking and camping 
experiences, sewing classes, beginners band 
group and more skating. 

For much of these, there are facilities al- 
ready available in the community. The big 
question is personnel to direct the activity. 

The city’s recreational commission is the 
logical agency around which a group of “aux- 
iliary agencies” could be united in sponsor- 
ship of an expanded youth program. Marvin 
Dunn, a recent candidate for the city council, 
advanced the idea of “auxiliary recreational 
workers” similar to the city's volunteer fire- 
men men and auxiliary policemen. 

Scores of men are working as coaches and 
managers of the various ball teams. A few 
more score volunteers would accomplish much 
in giving to the community a very compre- 
hensive recreational program. 


What Fontana Thinks 


While the Chaffey board of education elec- 
tion is past, it is interesting to observe what 
Fontana thinks of the school situation as re- 
ported editorially in the Fontana Herald and 
News. 

In part this is the editérial in the Fontana 
newspaper just prior to Friday's voting: 

“Fontanans pay more than 40 per cent of 
the Chaffey district bill, but do we have two- 
fifths of the representation on the board? We 
do not. 

“Up to now, we have been represented by 
one member, Richard Wolf, who is retiring af- 
ter several terms of industrious attention to 
school affairs. Two places are open at this 
election and Fontana should fill both of them 
to see that our fledgling Fontana high school 
gets some attention. 

“Let's show our spirit and elect them both 
to the two vacancies. Three candidates are in 
the race but only these two are from Fontana. 
We don’t want the leavings from Ontario."

Such a 
peace will be the Unknown Soldier’s greatest 
monument. 

Here in our own community we can share 
in the expression of thankfulness for what our 
soldiers have done for us by buying and wear- 
ing a red poppy. 


Sheppard Says ‘‘Pull The 
Trigger On the Atomic War” . 


Congressman Harry R. Sheppard is ready 
for the United States to pull the trigger, drop 
atomic bombs on Russia and battle to the fin- 
ish with the Reds. 
in speaking at the Upland Rotary club meeting 
here last week. He was very bold in telling 
Russia to get out of Indo-China or “else-” 

The congressman is bound to get some very 
strong adverse reaction from his “let the 
bombs” fall policy. Pe is a veteran member 
of the military appropriations committee in the 


house of repregentatives and apparently knows | 
something of the military might of this nation. | 


But we believe he is talking too loundly and too 
firmly. 

President Eisenhower has set the pattern 
for letting Russia know the United States is 
strong and is prepared to back up its words 
with actions. The time may eventually come 
when there will be a show down between the 
Red forces and the forces of freedom. Few | 
people are as yet ready for the trigger to be 
sprung. And we are syre the national admin- 
istration is far better prepared to speak on 
such grave issues. 

It is true, as Mr. Sheppard put it, “small | 
brush fires” are being ignited around the world | 
and the United States and a few of its allies 
are trying to put them out. Any responsible 
fire chief favors keeping the small fires scat- 
tered rather than starting a dangerous confla- 
gration. 

We do not believe the congressman is an 
alarmist- We believe he is sincerely trying to | 
alert local people to the great danger in the | 
steady spread of communism around the world. | 
Admittedly, his views are shared by others in | 
Washingion and by many citizens, but the fact 
remains an atomic war is going to be so disas- | 
trous little will be left of anything. 

Alerting people on the dangers is one thing 
and speaking on the ticklish international pol- 
icy of giving Russia an ultimatum is some- 
thing else. 

For years we have believed Mr. Sheppard | 
should not be our representative in Congress. 
Frankly, however, we do not have much hope 
of ever getting him out until the 70 year old 
adept politician chooses to retire. It is likely 
the June 8 election will see him again receiv- 
ing a big majority. 

His opponent is Martin K. Barrett, a new- 
comer to politics. While Mr. Barrett, a Repub- 
lican, is untested in national politics, he is ana- 
lytical and judicious. We believe he would | 
give a refreshing and studious appreach to the. | 
meany problems. We have more confidence in | 
him than we do the incumbent.

Re-| 
gardless of right or wrong, they 
are rapidly becoming an econom- 
ic factor especially in Southern | 
California. |
